berculosis," he declared. "Usually the 
chances for recovery arc better close 
at home, and the treatment is more 
accessible and less expensh'c." 


Dr. Harper points out that the plan 


of state-aid county sanatoria has bo- 
comc exceedingly popular. Under this 
system the state refunds to the coun- 
y 17 weekly for «ach tuberculosis pa- 
tient cared for at county expense. Res* 
idents are expected to pay their own 
cost of maintenance if able to do so. 


Counties 
with sanatono 
include 


Ashland, Bayfield, Iron, Brown, Eau 
Claire, Jefferson, Kenosha, La Crosse, 
Manitowoc, 
Marathon, Milwaukee,

Fond du Lac, and 
Waushara. In addition there is a state 
sanitorium at Statcsan, a state camp 
for convalescents, at Tomahawk lake, 
an institution for tubercular insane at 
Superior, an endowed sanitorium at 
Madison, and a private institution at 
Stevens Point. 


"The ideal place to cure tuberculo- 


sis is where all the 
machinery and 


equipment are provided. This obvious- 
ly is not tho home," Dr. Harper said. 


Elaborating on this idea he shows 


that the patient is often tempted to do 
things contrary to his best Interests 
when ho is at home. He may join in 
an outing when he should ,be in bed, 
or hemay allow the window to be 


closed when someone objects to the 
abundance of fresh air which is essen- 
tial to his recovery. 


Sanatoria are necessary, Dr. Harper 


said, to protect the 'patient from his 
own folly and the advice of friends. 
In addition better facility are pro- 
vided for tho three simple require- 
ments, fresh air, rest, and wholesome 
food. 


Another important function of such 


institutions is to teach tho patient to 
caro for himself 
when lie returns 


.home, and how to protect others from 
the disease.

dangerous of our common diseases 
and at the same time is one of the 
most responsible to proper treatment."

bulletin of the

Medical Society. 
"In 
spite 
of the 


present wide-spread 
popular knowl- 


edge of the signs and symptoms of 
tills disease, the death rate is slowly 
increasing. 
It appears to be a dis- 


ease of modern civilization, and is far 
more prevalent *m this countiy than 
elsewhere. 


'The appendix is a small, tubular, 


wormlike structure about the size of 
a lead pencil arising from the cecum 
or first part of the large bowel which 
lies in the lower right quadrant of 
the abdomen. Its opening is continu- 
ous with that of the large bowel and 
it is lined with the same type of 
mucous membrane. The appendix is 
sometimes called the 
tonsil of the 


abdomen because of the large amount 
of adenoid tissue found in its wall. It 
has no demonstrable function and is 
generally regarded as a now useless 
organ. As m other useless structures, 
the blood supply is poor. 


"Since the appendix opens into the 


large bowel, it is constantly exposed 
to bacterial infection. 
Any accident, 


therefore, which might lowci its re- 
sistance, as obstruction through lack 
of bowel movement and foreign bo- 
dies, kinking by adhesions, 01 impair- 
ment of the blood supply, will give 
use to appendictis. The offending or- 
ganisms arc usually colon bacilli and 
pus cocci. As soon as infection takes 
place, swelling of the tissues occurs, 
and with the swelling the blood sup- 
ply is slowly cut off 
resulting fie- 


quently in gangrene. 
The appendix, 


if not removed, will then ruptute and 
infection of the abdominal walls (per- 
itonitis) will result. 
It is this com- 


plication that makes acute appendici- 


tis a dangerous and often fatal dis- 
ease. 


"Appendicitis Is rare in infants, but 


may occur at any age. The vast ma- 
jority of intestinal disturbances pop- 
ularly known as indigestion are due 
to appendicitis. If a careful examina- 
tion is made, definite tenderness of 
the appendix will be, found. Ordinarily 
we wait for the classical symptoms 
to appear before the true nature of 
the illness 
is suspected — nausea, 


comiting, diffuse 
citiicr colicky or 


abdominal 
pains 


constant localizing 


in the light lower 
quadrant, with 


muscle spasm and appcndiccU ten- 
derness. 
Unfoi tunately, 
however, 


some of the mast dangerous types of 
the disease may manifest themselves 
with nothing more than slight nausea, 
lobs of appetite, general stomach and 
intestinal uneasiness, and weakness. 
As a matter of fact the signs of ap- 
pendicitis are io^vaned that this dis- 
ease' should be suspected 
in every 


stomach and intestinal upset. 


"It is common practice for many 


to thoroughly purge the bowels for 
lehcf of any stomach and intestinal 
disturbance. 
Since cathartics will set 


up active wave-like movements of the 
bowel, the practice is an exceedingly 
dangeious one. 
Time and again an 


already gangrenous appendix is rup- 
tured by this procedure and the liber- 
ated pus and bacteria spread widely 
through the coils of intestines pro- 
ducing generalized peritonitis.

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TAX REDUCTION 


The senate has passed the tax bill in 


substantially the form President Coolidge 
desires. The total estimated tax reduc- 
tion is as near the recommendation of 
himself and Secretary Mellon as could be 
possible. It is placed at $205,875,000. It 
is unlikely it will remain at this figure, 
because the bill now goes to conference 
and the measure passed by the house 
provides for a cut of $290,000,000. Out of 


1 the negotiations it is probable a measure 


will emerge which does not go far in ex- 
cess, if any, of the $225,000,000 reduction 


' the president Avas prepared to approve as 


an outside concession to politics. 


The reduction of one per cent in the 


corporation rate is the outstanding fea- 
ture of the bill. It will likely stand, except 


• that it is possible a graduated lower tax 


» 
may be provided for incomes below $15,- 
000. At the rate of 12^ per cent fixed by 
the senate bill, corporation taxes are still 
too high. The rate of 115^ per, cent set 
by the house, laying aside its relation to 
treasury revenues, is both fairer and 
sounder. 


We are ten years from the war and the 


' rates levied on corporation income, which 


are an indirect tax on the cost of living 
and a burden on production and consump- 
tion, are excessive. As a matter of prin- 
ciple, a rate of 10 per cent should be 
| ample, and 8 per cent would be still 


healthier. 
The policy of applying our 


large surpluses since the war to debt re- 


* duction has stood in the way of this ob- 


viously needed tax reduction. Further- 


' ^ more, it has been politically more popular 
\t to make reductions in other lines, and use 
\' our surpluses for other purposes than to 
,- give corporations relief. But the fact re- 


mains that this policy has not been in the 


. interest of the public, which pays prac- 
1 , tically every dollar of corporation taxes in 
, the price of things it eats, wears and en- 
; Joys. 
;' 
The senate has retained the inheritance 


•. tax, which also as a matter of principle 


•- ought to be done away with. Inheritance 


• taxation should be left 
to the states. 


; We are not so hard up for 'revenue in this 
.. country that estates should be taxed both 
', ways, and since the states will not give 
- up the right it is better that they should 


- have it exclusively, so that they 
may 


profit or suffer by it according to the rea- 
sonableness with which they exercise it. 
But here again politics stands in the way. 


Three features of the senate bill are 


commendable: One which increases the 
exemption of corporations with income 
below §25,000; one which for the first 
time gives relief to individual taxpayers 
with incomes between $20,000 and $80.- 
000, and one which increases the maxi- 
mum individual income subject to the 25 


t per cent earned 
income 
deduction to; 


$30,000. Other changes, which have to do 
with so-called -nuisance taxes, arc unim- 
portant. 


It is to be hoped the house will not let 


the senate have its entire way in adjust- 


- ing their differences. It might consistent- 


ly demand a slightly larger reduction in 
the corporation tax, say half of one per 
cent, or the abolishment of inheritance 
taxes. While we think the wishes of the 
treasury department and the president 
ought to be respected in a general way, 
particularly as to the total reduction of 
taxes, the fact that surpluses in the past 
have uniformly exceeded estimates, offers 
some leeway for making specific reduc- 
tions on their merits. If we could elimi- 
nate politics from the legislation lax re- 
duction would be sounder and more con- 
structive, but since that cannot be done 
we have to make the best of what the 
politicians will concede. 


that the equalization fee which congress 
has insisted upon rcincorporating in the 
bill is unconstitutional. The president is 
not going to sign an act which his legal 
department advises is in violation of the 
constitution. Outside of that, he has ob- 
jections which arc sufficiently valid to 
him, based on economic grounds. He be-' 
licvcs the scheme is impractical and un- 
scientific, and that it cannot give perma- 
nent relief to agriculture. Under the cir- 
cumstances, he has no alternative but to 
use the veto. 
• - 


It is a matter of regret that the presi- 


dent and congress could not have evolved 
a measure offering assistance to the 
farmer. Whether any plan that may be 
devised is effective or not, the fanners are 
clearly entitled to help from the govern- 
ment, either as an aid to self-recovery or. 
as a subsidy. We have subsidized manu- 
facturing for generations. We say it could 
not exist without the subsidy. We pro- 
pose to subsidize shipping in order to 
have a merchant marine, and the presi- 
dent has on his desk a bill of this char-f 
acter which it is not improbable he will 
sign. We have granted other subsidies 
a.nd other assistance to special interests, 
but the farmers have had nothing. On 
the contrary, they have had to submit to 
burdensome taxation to make it possible 
for manufacturers to prosper and for com- 
merce and other pursuits to thrive. Their 
dissatisfaction with the existing order of 
things is natural and consistent. It is un- 
fortunate the administration has not done 
and does not seem to be able to do some- 
thing in their behalf. The effects on elec- 
tion day may be deservedly serious.

GIVE ENGLAND CREDIT 


The British accept in principle Secre- 


tary Kellogg's plan to outlaw war, and 
welcome the proposal with enthusiasm. 
The apparent effort to approve the diver- 
gent attitudes of both the French and 
American 
governments may seem 
to 


smack of insincerity, but we tio not think 
this interpretation should be placed upon 
it. Fairness demands that the British gov- 
ernment Be credited with an honest de- 
sire to do away with war and set up per- 
manent peace. It is the one nation above 
all others whose vital interests would 
best be served by settled peace. And by 
this we do not mean to imply a preserva- 
tion of the status quo which would close 
the door to complete independence by 
anyone of the nations or colonies making 
up the British empire. The American 
plan does not contemplate proscription of 
wars looking to this end. But with . her 
distantly separated 
units and far-flung 


possessions, war with another power is 
more disturbing and 
potentially 
more 


dangerous to Great Britain than to any 
other nation, therefore she should wish to 
preserve peace, and we think she does. 


While subscribing to the" American 


ideal, she nevertheless feels she must 
take into account her special position as a 
nation, and responsibilities with which 
she can tolerate no interference. She com- 
pares them not without force to the spe- 
cial position we occupy with reference to 
South America and our 
commitments 


under the Monroe doctrine. She must al- 
so have regard for her obligations as a 
member of the League of Nations and as 
a signer of the Locarno treaties. 


There would seem to be no reason why 


the desires and purposes of the two gov- 
ernments cannot be reconciled in 
this 


latest peace movement. Likewise as to-' 
France. All three, and in common with 
them other nations, must devoutly wish 
for international peace. 
They can serve 


the welfare of their people and they can 
face the bar of world opinion only by 
honestly striving to bring it about. 
The 


British reply to Mr. Kellogg suggests the 
necessity of further conversations and it 
would seem to afford a basis on which the 
aims of the two governments may be co- 
ordinated. If it means a compromise, that 
too will be acceptable, for a half loaf is 
better than no' loaf at all when it comes 
to concrete measures for making war 
more difficult Whatever may be our re- 
action to Mr. Chamberlain's reply, it is 
cordial in tone and promises the fullest 
support, so far as his government can go. 
to the Kellogg proposals.

A correspondent who told in this column how the 


roaches had been all shot to a place her husband 
mentioned by my treatment, unpremcdltatcdly start- 
ed, some kind of movement.

In 
three or four thousand domiciles, I hope, the move- 
ment is akin to that of rats deserting a sinking 
ship, except that my treatment usually does not sink 
the ship. Still, roaches arc wily fellows or slick 
dames. Even if they arc gone now they may not be 
gone forever. They haven't shaken the dust from 
their feet, remember. They have just licked it off. 
That is the fatal flaw In cockroach tcchnic or cus- 
tom that makes the tribo vulnerable to attack. All 
you need to know is what dust to provide for the 
roaches to walk through. That's what I tell you, by 
mail. I am afraid to mention it in print. 


If anybody doubts that cockroaches arc very 


shrewd, just-listen to this story, which I can vouch 
for as it comes straight from a doctor good and 
f rue: 


"Last January when the temperature fell to one 


degree P for four nights, I found a bottle with half 
a pint of cockroaches in it and they were frozen 
hard. I emptied them Into the stove, but a few fell 
to the floor, and in a few minutes these that escaped 
the flames were walking about and congratulating 
each other. I suppose. I found some more frozen 
hard, thawed them out, and they seemed normal 
and grateful in a few minutes. I thought this might 
interest you. I did not believe it possible." 


PADLOCKED! 


I have too much respect for cockroaches to ques- 


tion tho feat. Maybe they were feeling depressed 
and lonesome and played the trick on the doctor 
just for the sake of getting warm and a bite to eat. 


Second only to this annihilating powder as muni- 


tions against the roach hordes comes a mixture of 
flour, three parts, with plaster of Paris, one part. 
The roaches will eat of this, become thirsty, take a 
drink, and the plaster sets within leaving a very 
reserved and-'somewhat stiff aggregation of roaches 
to be swept up by the housekeeper.

SHERWOOD ANDERSON AS A 


GOLDFISH 


If his own words are to be believed 


Sherwood Anderson feels that he Is 
very' much like a goldfish — with no 
privacy left. And he thinks that con- 
dition is raising hob with'his profes 
sion as a writer. What is more, he 
thinks that the curtailing o'f the pri- 
vacy of writers is depriving Ameri 
ca of a literature. 


In a magazine 
article Anderson 


complains as follows: "Once they get 
after you in America, you 
are 


gone goose. 
Your private 
life 


searched into; your face is constant- 
ly being printed somewhere, and thy 
worst of it all is that everyone is 
quite convinced that is' what you 
want. . . . Let us say you are, like 
myself, a writer of talcs. Surely ev 
eryone knows that to write tales of 
people in any 
understanding way. 


you cannot separate yourself 
from 


people But what chance have I with 
some impossible thing like a famous 
writer?" 


The complaint 
is' not new. Very 


many writers have felt the 
same 


thing and have given expression to 
it. It was already a problem a cen- 
tury or more ago in some countries 
and although personal publicity has 
never been carried to the lengths of 
that practiced in America today, the 
great -writer who has acquired some 
popular fame has often felt 
like a 


goldfish in a bowl and has sighed for, 
the obscure days of his apprentice-' 
ship. Some have established dofon.w 
mechanisms against it. By seeming to 
be accentrte they have been able to 
secure some privacy, but of course 
that has not solved the real Sherwood 
problem of how a famous writer can 
mingle naturally with people without 
having them close up mentally like 
clams because they think he is after 
copy. 


Anderson himself suggests that the 


practice ot signing books and articles 
and stories in the magazines be done 
away with. He wants all writing to 
*>ceomo as anonymous as a 
newspa- 


per article. The suggestion is fantas- 
tic and he of course knows it. The 
buying of great names by the maga- 
zines and book publishers has become 
a business so well intrenched and 
so profitalc that its discontinuance is 
not to be thought of in a practical 
world that cares enormously much 
more for money than for artistic ex- 
cellence. Ninety-nine writers out a 
hundred would themselves 
strongly 


oppose it. And while Sherwood Ander- 
son is now fed up with personal pub- 
licity. I would cheerfully bet that in 
his days of struggle he encouraged it 
to the limit. It is good business al- 


though it is harmful to good art. But 
a writer must eat. 


The problem suggested by Sher 


wood Anderson is a real one, even if 
there is no solution. What is the first 
thing that usually happens to a per- 
son who wins some measure of fame 
as a writer? The women's clubs get 
after him. They want him to lecture 
for them. Nine chances out of ten he 
is the poorest speaker they could se- 
lect — writers are often poor talkers 
—but that is not the 
point. They 


want to see the celebrity. Mark Twain 
pointed out that it didn't make the 
slightest difference what • he said in 
his lectures; crowds did not come to 
hear him but to see him. Allowing 
for exaggeration, that is broadly true. 


Carl Van Doren admitted 
to me 


while on a lecture tour that lecturing 
was the last thing he wanted to do 
and that it seriously interfered with 
his work as a writer, but the pay was 
so good that he could not afford to 
refuse the offers. I know of one writ- 
er of some little reputation who ans- 
wers all requests for lectures by plac- 
ing his price so ridiculously high that 
he is never enggacd. Which is what

Have tho child 
come in and sit 


down at the table five times a day, 
but-at the end of twenty minutes by 
the clock, In the case of the mid- 
morning and mid-afternoon lunches, 
or of thirty minutes in the case of 
the three mam meals, he Is to leave 
the table, whether he his eaten much, 
little or nothing. This is to be done, 
uot for one meal, but for every meal. 
A small portion, a leaspoonful. or at 
most a table«:poonful at first, of every 
article suitable for him, is to be plac- 
ed on his plate, but not the slightest 
effort to induce him to eat It should 
be made. 


"How 
long: will it be before he be- 


gins to eat?" the mother asks. This 
it is impossible to prophesy, as it 
will vary with th" determination of 
•the child, his knowledge of the per- 
severance of his parents, and the de 
gree of appetite perversion that has 
been wrought by the course previous- 
ly pursued.

SOME "AMUSING" INCIDENTS 


BY EDWARD P. HUMPHREY 
Sometime ago Mr. Davis of the 
' Post-Crescent suggested that I write 


,k>an article about tho amusing things 
•"'.that liau happened in the olllco dur- 


'Ing my connection with the Apple- 
ton Post. Many times since then I 
liavo cudgeled my brain to recall in- 
cidents that would qualify under Mr. 
Davls's designation, but 
quite com- 


pletely without success. As I have 
considerable confidence in the Integ- 


sponslbillty, when generally the price 
would be "shaded,"' "as a special fav- 
or to you, etc." Tho head man at the 
Continental was "Matt" Mitchell, and 
as' the 
Continental among other 


things brought modern 
advertising 


methods to Applcton, and Matt was 
in the ofllcc of The Post almost every 
day with changes of advertising copy, 
I became very well acquainted with 
him — in fact considered myself on 
'intimate terms with him. Imagine my 


rity of my memory of those days, I 
am forced 
to the conclusion that 


amusing happenings in the ofllce of 
The Eost were conspicously few and 
far between. Of course this does not 
apply to Tom Reid's stories, which, 


- when visitors wero present, flowed on 


like the brook, without let or hin- 
drance, and with all the brook's 
laughing intonations. Aleck Keid al- 
feo was no slouch as a story teller' and 
the points oi his stories usually were 
more subtle than Tom's. When breezy 
l>r. Erb, or dry-humored R. M. Lunt 
or keen-witted Harold Galpin came 
up to the oflice, there surely was 
something doing. But it was noisiest 
when Father Fitzmaurice and Rev. 
John McCoy happened in at the same 
time. At such times with cigars going 
like Pittsburg chimneys in the mouths 
of the priest and the pastor and the 
two Reids, the air became as thick 
with noisome vapors as the atmos- 
phere of The Pit itself, and forensic 
and high-pitched debate was likely to 
cover most of the ground between 
Heaven and The Other Place. What 
I recall most distinctly about these 
oratorical contests was the booming- 
voice of "Father Fitz" who usually 
•seemed able to talk the others down 
or at least submerge them 'beneath 
the>{.hunders of his more overpower- 
ing eloquence. When Father Fitz lift- 
ed his chin, fixed his eyes at an angle 
of about 45 degrees upon a certain 
point in the ceiling and opened his 
mouth that little speck wider that we 
recognized, there was no use in any- 
one's "at tempting to stem the flood. It 
•was.'Iike the bursting of the St. Fran- 
cis dam and carried all weaker argu- 
ments before it out to the great sea, 
never to be recognized again. None 
but' his cronies knew what a humor- 
ist Harold Galpin was, and he kept it 
up-virtually to his last gasp. When 
he was in St. Elizabetii Hospital wait- 
ing -ilor the end, ho used to complain 
to visiting friends, with a twinkle in 
his eye, that the heavy cross hanging 
above the head of his bed, -would cer- 
tainly come down and brain him be- 
forei.-he could get away! 


BUSINESS WAS "AJIUSING" 
, 
THEN* 


But perhaps not to disappoint Mr. 


Davis utterly, it may be possible to 
define the phrase "amusing things" 
in sych a way as to justify something 
in the way of an article. Certainly in 
the^iigbt of present practices, the way 
business used to be done in Appleton 
thirty-five years ago. is an amusing 
thing. If "short 
settlements 
make 


long., friends," it is hard to see how 
the 'Post and its advertisers in those 
days- remained even on ' speaking 
terbiS1. And it must be confessed that 
frequently when settlements were at- 
tempted or actually brought about 
the'^parties to the transaction were 
fairly at swords' points. In those ear- 
ly days advertisers expected the pa- 
per-jto "trade put" a considerable por- 
tion ,pf the year's advertising bill. To 
accomplish this not only did the own- 
ers -of the paper run accounts with 
ad\-ertisers but all employes of the pa- 
per -were expected to accept "an order" 
upon-an advertiser for the amount of 
onc'-i'week's wages each «month. Of 
course 
employes didn't relish this 


practice but had become more or less 
inured to it. It was easy to keep 
tracK of these employes' orders by 
means of the stubs in the order book, 
so there was little likelihood of dis- 
pute over them, but it was a different 
story when it came to auditing the 
hills advertisers turned in against the 
families of the owners of the paper— 
•when you consider that these bills, 
•without intermediate monthly state- 
ments as now rendered, frequently 
ran /withdut interruption for-two or 
thres years. It was impossible to re- 
call many of the items as havirifc been 
purchased at all and abundant? ma- 
terial, thereby was furnished for acri- 
monious disputes between the paper 
and its advertisers. Such long settle- 
ments would be inconceivable now, 
Ijut then it was the rule rather than 
the exception for the books of the pa- 
per and its advertisers to be squared 
up no" oftener than every two or three 
years.- As I Tccall it the "record" in 
this frcspect went to the account be- 
tween The Post and Louis Eonini's 
meat market, (this Louis Bonini be- 
ing the father of the present Louis 
Bonini). The Bonini market was lo- 
'catcd on College Avenue conveniently 
lor Tom Reid to drop in on his way 
homo and select a piece of meat, so 
/inally Louis, though somewhat re- 
luctantly was persuaded to "take 
out-on ad." in'the paper. Aleck Reid 
•wrote the advertisement, which began 
"Welcome Announcement, by 
Louis 


Bonini." and went on to tell why the 
announcement was or - should be a 
welcome one to the people of Apple- 
ton, namely that this market made 
available an unusually varied and 
choice assortment "of meats, etc. This 
advertisement, without change 
of- 


copy/ staid in tic paper from year's 
end to year's end, until the-type-be- 
came almost flattened out and the ad- 
vertisement itself little better than a 
Mur.- I will not attempt to say how TPflfUPRQ NAME WAI QU 
many years passed over our head* ' tAl/HtnO NAIVlt WALoH 
with their vummers" heat and winters" 
snows, but I hazard six at least, be- 
fore the day of reckoning came and 
the welkin rang'to the clash of verbal

A CHANGE COMES 


Eat things took a different 
tarn

Continental 
Clothinc 


House opened its store in Appleton 
sometime in the early or middle '90's. 
The Continental -was first to intro- 
duce modern methods in merchandis- 
ing. Up to then when a man wanted 
10 biiy_ a suit of clothes it was expect- 
c-d there would be haggling over the 
price. Tho salesman woald look a{ the 
cryptic j>ncc mark and state 
the 


price., the customer would exclaim in 
horror, the salesman would CTxleavor 
to justify hjm.«-7r. ;h" c-.ioomer would 


*i:svnlly natil the proprietor hinxself 


b£en called ia to take the re-1 


surprise therefore the first time I 
went into the Continental to buy a 
suit of clothes to find absolutely no 
response from Matt to my delicate 
hint that the price seemed a HtiSe 
high. "I'm sorry, Ed." he aald, "I 
would like to favor you, but all our 
suits arc marked in plain figures, 
which tho customer may read for 
himself, and that and no other IS" the 
price at which they are sold, no mat- 
ter who buys them." Not only did tho 
Continental adhere unvaryingly to the 
marked price, but it opened no ac- 
counts, and did an absolutely cash 
business — something virtually tin- 
heard of before. When I bought that 
first suit of clothes I assumed that 
the amount would be charged to me 
or The Post as an offset against the 
Continental's 
advertising 
account. 


But Matt disabused my mind of that 
idea too. "I'm sorry, Ed," he. said 
again, "but I can't charge that to you. 
If you don't happen to have the price 
handy, I'll personally lend you the 
amount, but that's the best I can do." 
Naturally I dug up the $15 or so that 
a suit of clothes cost in those days. 
For quite a while the Continental had 
an interesting time with customers 
over its one-price and no-credit poli- 
cies, but it made them stick, and 
gradually 
all 
Appleton 
businesses 


came around more .or less to a close 
approximation, greatly to the general 
benefit. 


After the Continental showed us tho 


way, we came to have shorter settle- 
ments with Joseph 
Spitz, Rudolph 


Schwarz and tho others. Even, with 
the Kimberly-Clark Co. for whom we 
did much job printing and from whom 
we bought most of our paper, we had 
yearly settlements, until one morning 
we received a statement from them 
with a letter saying they would pre- 
fer the account to bo paid at once and 
after that similar bills monthly, and/ 
that they would pay correspondingly 
our bills against them for job-work. 


WHAT PERSISTENCE WILL DO 
Perhaps I cannot better close this 


article than by telling a story which 
does not reflect very creditably upon 
me — at least the "joke" was on me. 
Probably I should keep this story to 
myself were it not for the fact that 
it seems to^nie to carry a "moral" or 
lesson which conceivably may prove 
of real value to some reader disposed 
to be discouraged about his business 
accomplishments. One might entitle 
this story "Constant Dropping Wears 
Away the Stone." 
• In early years with The Post my 
duties included the buying of all sup- 
plies needed by our business. Youth- 
fully, I sometimes 
permitted 
judg- 


ment to be swayed by' prejudice. 
Many traveling salesmen called, and I 
grudged the time I had to give to 
some of them, and on that account 
grew critical of their deportment. For 
instance, I never willingly gave an 
order to a. salesman who entered my 
office smoking a cigar, (this was be- 
fore the vogue of cigarets). though I 
smoked myself, but never in the of- 
fice. One day a salesman of an oil 
company called to sell lubricating oil. 
He was considerably older than I. 
Though he was very urbane, I took 
a senseless dislike to the cut of his 
jib and made, short work of-him. I 
told him our presses consumed very 
little oil, that a barrel of oil lasted us 
several .months, and that we were 
supplied for an Indefinite future pe- 
riod. The salesman politely expressed 
his regret and departed. This sales- 
man's headquarters were in a neigh- 
boring city and he was accustomed to 
make Appleton every week. From 
thenceforth, each time he came, he 
called on me. He came into tho of- 
fice, sat down for five minutes, ex- 
changed the time of day and asked 
me if I needed any oil. Although 
there was nothing I could justly 
charge against him to myself, and his 
goods and -prices were O. K., some 
perverse 
crotchet kept 
me 
from 


changing my original attitude. When- 
ever our supply of oil ran low, I 
bought of someone else. But in spite 
of unvarying 
discouragement 
this 


salesman continued to call each week 
as regularly as Thursday 
arrived.' 


Gradually the length of each visit 
shortened. As the months rolled by he 
reduced his call from, five minutes to 
four, to three, to two. Toward the last 
he did not sit down but stood in front 
of my desk. He always asked mo 
courteously if I needed any oil. Fin- 
ally, after a couple of years, he lim- 
ited himself to putting his head in- 
side door and saying: "Anything 'to- 
day?" to which I made uniform re- 
ply: "Nothing, thank you." whereup- 
on he bowed gravely and softly closed 
the door. 


I cannot now recall how long this 


contest continued, but at last one 
Thursday, when that long, narrow 
face, with its inquiring eyes appeared 
around the casing of my door, and 
the weekly question came from those 
serious lips, my resolution suddenly 
crumpled, and I cried in relieved sur- 
render: "Come right in, friend, and 
take an order for a barrel of oiir'

fact that the largest part of the lands 
delinquent are of poor quality, of low 
value and are generally unfit for ag- 
ricultural purposes. Consequently the 
percentage of delinquent taxes is not 
as large as the percentage of lands 
delinquent. The 
major portion 
of 


these lands will be of use only in re- 
forestation projects, and "in fact the 
largest share of the acreage should 
be drawn from the market, so that 
new settlers coming into the district^ 
in which these lands are located will 
not be forced to settle on them, but 
will be given an opportunity of lo- 
cating on the good lands, advantage 
ously situated near schools and mar 
kets and on established highways,' 
the paper's summary declared. 


"Private ownership is the thing to 


be sought, although 
reforestation 


projects will not become profitable 
until these lands are protected from 
fire. With present forest law and an 
adequate fire protection these lands 
could be held profitably. It will be 
necessary for the state to assist in 


_ establishing fire "protection however, 


"Reward for proper conservation 


policies will not be far distant, and 
will be realized in but a short time 
if only the fire hazard is lessened. 
A vast acreage of land in Ashland 
county is covered with a good growth 
of trees which In a few years will 
supply box wood, pulp wood and ties, 
if allowed to grow. And this in turn 
wall be followed, if there is protec- 
tion, by large forests of mature tim- 
ber. The present stand of merchantile 
timber of about 60,000 acres is m-gligi 
year by year if the young tree.! can 
year y year if the young trees can 
be given a chance to grow." 


JMore than one third of the land in 


the ^county is_ unfit for agriculture 
and^can be used forj«forestation. The 
new Forest Crop Law is expected to 
be of great assistance in getting land 
tinder reforestation prniciples. Thus 
tar in Ashland county there are about 
82,000 acres of land waiting to be en- 
tered under the new law. Application 
lias been made for entry of this land, 
•which is in the southern part of the 
county, and there is to be a hearing 
•jn the applications soon.
